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STATE LIBRARY ASSOCIATION MEETING 


Our annual meeting will be held 
this year again at Hotel Marion, Little 
Rock, Arkansas. The dates are Oc- 
tober 25 and 26, Thursday and Friday. 
On Thursday at ten o’clock in the 
morning there will be an important 
special meeting for county librarians 
and public librarians and trustees. 
The meeting is being called by Mrs. 
Merlin M. Moore, chairman of the 
Commission, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing revision of the rules and reg- 


ulations governing distribution of 
state aid to county and regional li- 
braries. 


This year the program committee 
has decided to have a general ses- 
sion at 8 o’clock on the first evening 
of the conference instead of the usual 
banquet. Dr. Rupert Vance, well- 
known authority on the South and 
problems of this region, will be the 
speaker at this session. A reception 
will follow. 


OCTOBER 4—NATIONAL LIBRARY DAY 


National Library Day was observed 
throughout America on Thursday, 
October 4, marking the founding of 
the American Library Association in 
Philadelphia in 1876, and giving final 
impetus to the 75th anniversary pro- 
ject of nation-wide adult discussion 
of the American Heritage under li- 
brary leadership. 


The Day was officially proclaimed 
by governors and mayors, following 
the recent message of President Tru- 
man to the ALA 75th Anniversary 
Conference in Chicago in which he 
called attention to National Library 
Day. The President praised the an- 
niversary project which has for its 
theme, “The Heritage of the U.S.A. 
in Times of Crisis,” and declared: 


“I earnestly hope that every citi- 
zen will join in this endeavor under 
library leadership, because such un- 
derstanding of our heritage will help 
Americans to think through the 
major problems of these critical 
days.” 


The observances ranged from 
simple open house events and ex- 
hibits of library materials for the 
heritage study to elaborate civic 
functions where tribute was paid to 
librarians. In Philadelphia, a pro- 
gram emphasizing the historical sig- 
nificance of the founding of the ALA 
was prepared by a committee headed 


by Harriet D. MacPherson, Dean of 
the School of Library Science, Drexel 
Institute of Technology. 


Ralph E. Ellsworth, Director of Li- 
braries, State University of Iowa, 
chairman of the ALA 75th Anniver- 
sary Committee, pointed out that 
National Library Day was scheduled 
to climax the preparations for the 
actual discussion program, and had 
been expected to draw public atten- 
tion anew to a program which has 
already brought the library into focus 
as the fundamental service agency 
of a democracy. 


National Library Day also brought 
the initial announcements from the 
committee which will function under 
a grant of $150,000 to the ALA from 
the Fund for Adult Education of the 
Ford Foundation “to assist public li- 
braries in conducting experimental 
programs of adult discussion on the 
American heritage and its contem- 
porary application.” The committee 
has a staff set up at ALA Headquar- 
ters in Chicago. The director is 
Mrs. Grace Thomas Stevenson, Head, 
Adult Education Department, Seattle 
Public Library. The project will in- 
itiate a continuing program and pro- 
vide for demonstrations in selected 
regional and local areas, consultation 
and advisory services to other libra- 
ries desiring to participate, and the 
training of discussion leaders. 





The ALA President, Mrs. Loleta 
D. Fyan, State Librarian of Michi- 
gan, said concerning National Library 
Day: “Surely this occasion, and the 
heritage program which it inaug- 
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urates, gives us a new opportunity 
to take our part in helping meet the 
demands of national and world citi- 
zenship.” 


OUR CELEBRATION OF LIBRARY DAY 


National Library Day was observed 
throughout the land on October 4. 
It marked the 75th Anniversary of the 
founding of the American Library 
Association in Philadelphia in 1876. 
President Truman recently urged all 
Americans to join in the American 
Library Association’s 75th Anniver- 
sary activity—a nationwide study of 
“The Heritage of the U.S.A. in Times 
of Crisis.” Ask your librarian for 
books which will help you to under- 
stand your heritage. 


Governor Sidney McMath pro- 
claimed October 4 as Library Day in 
Arkansas. Trustees and friends of 
libraries were urged to assume lead- 
ership, along with librarians, in 
making National Library Day a time 
for enthusiastic projection of the li- 
brary through open house events, 
exhibits of materials carrying out 
the anniversary theme, and other 
similar promotional activities. 


BOOKS FOR YOU

Johnson, Alvin Saunders. PUBLIC 
LIBRARY—A PEOPLE’S UNIVER- 
SITY. American Association for 
Adult Education, 1938. 


This is a report on a study of adult 
education in American libraries. 


Although the book is not new the 
principles are applicable to present- 
day libraries. 


Learned, William Setchel. AMER- 
ICAN PUBLIC LIBRARY AND THE 
DIFFUSION OF KNOWLEDGE. 
Harcourt, 1948. 


Mr. Learned prepared this man- 
uscript in 1924 as a memorandum for 
use in the office of the Carnegie 
Foundation. It seemed to the trus- 
tees of the corporation so stimulating 
a presentation as to deserve publica- 
tion. The goals set by Mr. Learned 
for the public library have not yet 
been reached. Perhaps a re-reading 
of the first chapter of this book might 
help us clarify our objectives today.

BRARY IN THE UNITED STATES. 
Columbia University Press, 1950.

JUVENILE STORY WINS $3,000 AWARD 


When the judges selected “All-of- 
a-kind Family” by Sydney Taylor as 
winner of the famous Charles W. 
Follett Award of $3,000.00, they based 
their decision not only on the story, 
but also on the fact that it opens a 
whole new world—New York’s teem- 
ing East Side—to children through- 
out the country. “All-of-a-kind Fam- 
ily” will be published October 15 
($2.75) by Wilcox & Follett Company. 


“All-of-a-kind Family” lived in a 
crowded, noisy, slum section of New 
York, but in their own private world 
this family was rich in warmth, un- 
derstanding, and in native dignity. 
The five little girls—daughters of a 
poor Jewish peddler and his devoted 
wife—discovered that life can be very 
merry and gay despite occasional 
“problems”, and Helen John has 
caught the vitality and excitement in 
her illustrations. Despite poverty, 
there were wonderful visits to the 
library, to the markets, and to rela- 


tives’ and neighbors’ homes; holidays 
were, in particular, periods of joy 
and celebration. 


The one “mystery” in the happy 
lives of the children was “Charlie”. 
Obviously, he should have been more 
than a peddler’s assistant, but not 
until the very end is the reason for 
his “escape” to the lower East Side 
and his own explanation revealed. 


In “All-of-a-kind Family”, Sydney 
Taylor recounts what will be to 
many readers a new and quite dif- 
ferent and wonderful world where, 
despite hardship, a healthy, happy 
family led its full and exciting life. 


Mrs. Taylor told and then wrote 
of her childhood so that her daugh- 
ter Jo—an only child—would not 
mind going to bed at night—because 
“it’s so lonesome”. But the manu- 
script was filed away until Mr. Tay- 
lor, hearing of the Charles W. Fol- 
lett Award, “resurrected” it and sent 
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it to ihe publisher. Mrs. Taylor was 
genuinely surprised when she was 
told that she had won the coveted

The Arkansas Library Commission 
Board recently announced the ap- 
pointment of Mrs. Karl Neal as Act- 
ing Librarian and Executive Secre- 
tary of the Arkansas Library Com- 
mission.

Mrs. Elizabeth Richardson, Refer- 
ence librarian at the University of 
Arkansas Medical School Library, 
has recently retired after twenty- 
three years of service. Since first 
assuming her duties as librarian in 
1928, she has seen the library grow 
from a collection of 4,500 volumes to 
approximately 23,000 at the present 
time. “She has been instrumental in 
directing this expansion and modern- 
ization” of the library, “and has espe- 
cially promoted the growth of the 
section of books dealing with the his- 
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tory of medicine and has accumulated 
a diversified number of books which 
date back to the earliest publication 
of medical books.” 


Miss Pattye Bosson, new high 
school librarian at Blytheville, Ark- 
ansas, is a native of Tennessee. She 
is a graduate of University of Tennes- 
see, where she majored in sociology 
in the School of Education. She holds 
a master’s degree in library science 
from George Peabody College at 
Nashville. 


A former resident of Bentonville, 
Arkansas, Gerald Brogan, received 
his degree of master of arts in library 
science from the University of Den- 
ver, at Denver, Colorado. A graduate 
of Benton high school, Brogan re- 
ceived his B. A. degree from Colorado 
State College at Greeley, after three 
years of service in the army air corps. 
He now holds a position as research 
librarian in Denver. 


The Malvern Colored Library As- 
sociation sponsored a fashion show 
in the colored high school at Malvern 
on Friday night, September 28. All 
proceeds accrued to the benefit of the 
membership drive. 


A Temporary Library setup for 
Wynne and Cross county has been 
located in the office of the County 
Supervisor. At the quarterly meet- 
ing of the Cross County Council on 
Children and Youth held in August, 
a discussion of library facilities for 
young people evidenced a “feeling 
among Wynne people that there is a 
definite need of such a library... . It 
is hoped that this movement will 
grow into a good county library for 
the entire public. Most towns the 
size of Wynne have a public library”. 
Wynne school has an acceptable li- 
brary. 


Radio Station KOSE and the busi- 
ness houses of Osceola joined with 
the Mississippi County Library in 
celebrating the seventy-fifth anniver- 
sary of the American Library Asso- 
ciation. The radio station dedicated
